WE ARE THE FOUNDING FATHERS OF THE AMERICAN COUNTER-REVOLUTION". 

These regulations also reflect that prospective 
members are first given a correspondence indoctrination course 
and after it is felt that they have been sufficiently advised 
by means of literature a personal contact is made. During the 
initial contacts the individual soliciting membership does not 
reveal his true identity until he is absolutely sure of his 
prospect. After eight members are accepted a squad is formed 
and a leader appointed. All orders of the squad leader must 
be strictly adhered to. Membership in this organization is 
$10.00, $5.00 of which remains in the district headquarters, 
$1.00 of which buys a subscription to "Common Sense", and 
$4.00 goes to the national headquarters. Four or five times 
the regulations refer to "Common Sense" and the author of the 
regulations indicates that he has attended college for four 
years.

‘‘HUMANE SLAUGHTER" BILL 

The so-called "humane slaughter" bill recently 
signed into law by President Eisenhower is one of 
the- most meaningless pieces of legislation to come 
out of Washington in many years.

1. Early Jewish history can be verified from NO other sources; 

2. Jewish scholars publicly teach that their ancient history 
is legendary, and reconstructed from the Pharisaic viewpoint;

■tfYHVH, tetragrammaton, the four-letter word, the English rendition 
of the Hebrew spelling of the name of the tribal god of the Israel¬ 
ites . The Pharisees extended the Third Commandment to imply that 
the name of their god was not be be pronounced, death by stoning 
being decreed for anyone guilty of such "blasphemy of The Holy 
Name". Since, the Hebrew alphabet consists solely of consonants, 

"the Jews" have utterly lost the pronunciation of the name of their 
god.

The Epic of the Israelites 


The stories of the Pentateuch are obvious Jewish mythology 
depicting glorified Pharisaic archetypes, serving to provide "the 
people" with traditional exemplary heroes in keeping with the pat¬ 
tern of The Conspiracy.

The stories of The Creation and The Flood are unquesticmably 
borrowed from their Babylonian hosts and altered to conform with 
the Pharisaic viewpoint. According to a non-Jewish version ( First 
Book of Adam and Eve , in The Forgotten Books of Eden , World Publish¬ 
ing Co.), Adam and live had also two daughters, Luluwa and Aklemia, 
Cain was dissatisfiod with his parents ' choice of Aklemia for hi3 
wife.

Adam = Man, Eve * Living, Cain = Gotten, Abraham = Father of a great 
multitude, Israel ■ Prince of God, Joseph = Adding, etc. 

Esau represents a typical goy hero, who is bested by the Phari¬ 
saic archetype, Jacob. To the Jews this is THE ONLY POSSIBLE INTER¬ 
PRETATION of the Jacob and E3au story. "Thy name shall be called 
no more Jacob, but ISRAEL.". Genesis 32:28. "Now these are the gen¬ 
erations of Esau, the father of the Edomites." Genesis 36:9. "Was 
not Esau Jacob's brother? saith the Lord: yet I loved Jacob, and I 
hated Esau, and laid his heritage waste." Malachi 1:2-3. 

Those who have never read the Biblical story of Jacob have an 
exciting experience in villainy awaiting them. But this is old 
3 tuffi Ir. Three Mldrashlm ,, under subtitle Rachel's Lament , by 
Shlomo Katz, published in the highly intellectual Midstream , A Jew ¬ 
ish Quarterly , Summer 1958, a vivid description of the mating of 
Jacob wi'.h first Leah and then Rachel is presented: "Rachel, wailed, 
'How could you be an entire night with that sister of mine and never 
once know tho difference? Did you not touch the coarseness of her 
hair? Did you not feel the heavy fatness of her arms about you? 

And when you kissod her nipples, as was agreed between us, could you 
not tell at once that it was not I? That you had to search for them 
somewhere along her belly or on the pillows beside her?'" Such is 
current Jewish religious thought! 

The story of Joseph gave The Conspirators a model demonstration 
of how single-handedly to bring a great power to its knees through 
their marvelous technique. Since Egyptian history has stubbornly 
refused to yield the first verification of the story of the Israel¬ 
ites, we are obliged to conclude that this conquest and subsequent

The Law I 

Through their story of Moses the architects of The Conspiracy 
imposed upon "the people" their first "god-given" code of regiment¬ 
ing law, designed to whip them into "a fighting organization'*.

And I will send hornets 
before thee, which shall drive out the Hivite, the CanaRnite, and 
the Hittite, from before thee. I will not drive them out from be¬ 
fore thee in one year; lest the land become desolate, and the beast 
of the field multiply against thee. By little and little I will 
drive them out from before thee, until thou be increased, and In¬ 
herit the land. For I will deliver the inhabitants of the land into 
your hand; and thou shalt drive them out before thee." Exodus 23:27- 
31. 

"When the Lord THY God shall bring thee into the land whither 
thou goest to possess it, and hath cast out many nations before thee; 
and when the Lord thy God shall deliver them before thee; thou shalt 
smite them, and utterly destroy them; thou shalt make no covenant 
with them, nor shew mercy unto them: neither shalt thou make marri¬ 
ages with them; thy daughter thou shalt not give unto his son, nor 
his daughter shalt thou take unto thy son. For they will turn away * 
thy son from following me (Jehovah), that they may serve other gods : 
so will the anger of the Lord be kindled against you, and destroy 
thee suddenly.

But the Lord thy God shall deliver them unto thee, and shall destroy 
them with a mighty destruction, until they be destroyed. And he 
shall deliver their kings into thine hand, and thou 3halt destroy

All of these commands to mass Jhurder are repeated several times 
in "The Law", which rigidly controls "the life and thought of the 
Jew". The entire Mosaic Law is read through yearly in every syna¬ 
gogue. It is rapidly becoming "the law. of the land" in once-Chris- 
tian America, 

Throughout the Old Testament "the people" means only the Israel¬ 
ites, and "the nations" means everyone else, l.e., "the enemy".,

That The Conspirators were determined that "the people" should 
carry out the genocidal edicts of The Law to the letter is emphasiz¬ 
ed by reported application per instruction. 

"And they warred against the Midianites, as the Lord commanded 
Moses; and they slew all the males. And they 3lew the kings of 
Mldian, beside the rest of them that were slain. And the children 
of Israel took all the women of Midian captives, and their little 
ones, and took the spoil of all their cattle, and all their flocks, 
and all their goods. And they burnt all their cities wherein they 
dwelt, and all their goodly castles, with fire* And Moses was 
wroth with the officers of the host.

"And they utterly destroyed all that was in the city 
(Jericho), both man and woman, young and old, and ox, and sheep, and 
ass, with the edge of the sword." Joshua 6:21. "And Joshua burnt 
Ai, and made it an heap forever, even a desolation unto this day."

The Galileans 

That Jesus might not be a 100# "Jew" is implied in several 
places in the New Testament. After tracing the lineage of Joseph 
back to Abraham, Matthew carefully explained that Joseph was NOT His 
father. Jesus was known as the Galilean and the ; Twelve Disolples— 
with the exception of the tralTorHForHbTre, Judas thos Jew—were Ga¬ 
lileans (Acts 1:11). Galilee had been conquered and foroibly Juda- 
ized by Janai Hyrcanus I (died 104 B.C.)—"Galilee of the Gentiles" 
Matthew 4:15. "After these things Jesus walked in Galilee: for he 
would not walk in Jewry, because the Jews sought to kill him." John 
7 si 
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Regardless of Jesus' ancestry, the New Testament tells us that 
He spent His early years in Egypt (Matthew 2:14), and most of His 
life in "Galilee of the Gentiles". Thus He was raised in an envir¬ 
onment propitious for disputing the outrageous lies of The Conspira¬ 
cy. The Dead Sea Scrolls contain passages describing dedicated act¬ 
ive opposition to The Conspiracy: "But as for THEM—they have dealt 
treacherously with Thee, have made smooth their words. Garblers of 
truth are they all. Preachers of lies are they, prophets- of deceit. 
They have plotted mischief against me, to make Thy people exchange 
for smooth words Thy teachings. Crafty men are they. They regard 
me not, but thrust me forth from my land, and. deem me a broken pot." 
Actually Judaism was in great turmoil, and doubts and opposition 
wore arising in more than one place.

The Battle Against "Satan " 

Unless one realizes that Jesus The Man was motivated by an in¬ 
tense fervor to liberate His people from The Conspiracy, the New 
Testament is filled with mysteries. Realizing His motivation, one

Later Jesus expressed His disappointment in His efforts to save . 
the mass of the children of Israel from the bondage of The Law. 
"Verily I say unto you (the centurion), I have not found so great 
faith, no, not in Israel. And I say unto you. That many shall cane 
from the east and west, and shall sit down with Abraham, and Isaac, 
and Jacob, in the kingdom of heaven. But the children of the king¬ 
dom (the Jews) shall be cast out into outer darkness: there shall 
be weeping and gnashing of teeth." Matthew 8:10-12. "The wedding 
is ready, but they which were bidden (the Israelites) were not wor¬ 
thy. Go ye therefore into the highways, and as many as ye shall 
find, bid to the marriage." Matthew 22:8-9. Thus were the Jews re¬ 
jected in favor of the Gentiles. 

Jesus set out to replace the hellish piratical Conspiracy with 
a religion of love, mercy, and charity. The beautlftfl, peaceful 
moral principles discussed in The Sormon on the Mount are ‘the exact 
opposite to The Law's barbarous regimentation for mass murder, and 
the vicious, hypocritioal, treacherous conspiracy of the Pharisaic 
Oral Law (the Tradition of the Elders), later written down as the 
Babylonian Talmud.

The Enigma of the Ex-Phqrlaee 

Saul of Tarsus is a deep enigma. What was- the real motivation 
of his mission? He commenced by zealously persecuting the disciples 
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of Jesus. Then he joined them, and finally attained leadership. It 
is obvious that he complicated Jesus' simple, straight-forward teach¬ 
ings. The practical demands of organizing churches among the Gen¬ 
tiles undoubtedly induced Paul to modify and add to Jesus* doctrine, 
which had been directed only to dissatisfied bondsmen of The Con¬ 
spiracy. Paul’s Epistle to the Romans displays an unmistakable 
Gnosticism and Pharisaic reasoning and apologetics. 

The first defensive measure of The Conspiracy is ALWAYS to in¬ 
filtrate the ranks of their enemies in order to spy on them and to 
mislead them. Could Saul have joined the Christians in order to 
divert Christianity to the Gentiles and away from "the Jews"? Jews 
have miraculously wormed their way into leadership of countless org¬ 
anizations which opposed them. Anyone not aware of how The Conspir¬ 
acy sets up its own agents as leaders of their opposition does not 
understand The Conspiracy. Such poorly informed Christians should

Neither Matthew nor John mentioned The Ascension, 
though Luke (Acta of the Apostlos) and Mark reported that the eleven 
remaining Apostles were the only, witnesses. Why did only those who 
were NOT present describe it? 

The present-day perversion of Christianity is largely based on' 
the Epistles of Paul. The preposterous racial suicide, brotherhood 
with Satan, and love-if-it-kills-you-and-yours hoaxes are being ad¬ 
vocated chiefly under the authority of St. Paul. Paul imposed a 
patina of Gnostic mysticism upon the Gospel, the first of a deep 
accretion of doctrines and dogmas that cannot be attributed to Jesus 
nor justified by His teachings.

"To restore control of the United States to its White

protection of our citizens. Our government must never again be 
subjected to the senseless control of the blind mob, but must, 
however, remain responsive to the wishes of the citizens, whose 
free expressions must not be restricted, except in the cases of 
immorality and treason. 

"To reduce the scope of the Federal Government to 
purely governmental function, with the exception only of those 
services which have proven impracticable under private management.

A pamphlet entitled "Secret - The Task Before Us•"pertinent por¬ 
tions read as follows: 

"Our conservative patriots talk unrealistically of voting our 
Pharisaic Masters out of power. One could Just as realistically 
vote the fleas off a dog. 

"The astounding success of the United StateB and the 
countries of Northern Europe has been due to the repeatedly demon¬ 
strated racial superiority of our Nordic (North European) people. 

The destruction of the Nordics is the key to Pharisaic World Rule. 

We are in mortal danger. The Conspirators are even now arranging 
a ghastly new blood-bath, forcing the Americans and the North 
Europeans to engage in mutual mass murder with the Russians, the 
Arabs, and the Chinese. When the Pharisees indoctrinate us that 
the Negro is in every way our equal, they are thinking only of the 
comparative dollar value of White and Negro SLAVES! 

"We cannot out-talk them, nor out-scheme them, nor out-buy 
them, nor out-vote their legions of brainwashed dupes—but we can 
beat them in the one field upon which they are well-nigh impotent: 

THE FIELD OF BATTLE! We CAN outfight them! There remains for us only 
this last, desperate method of saving our people. WE ARE SECRETLY 
ORGANIZING TO DESTROY THE CONSPIRACY AND RECAPTURE OUR COUNTRY. We 
know where we are going and how to get there. 

"We must operate under the tightest secrecy possible. Because 
our people are so unskilled in secrecy, no Patriot must be allowed to 
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"know any more of our secrets than is necessary to performing the 
Jobs assigned to him. 

"We secretly prepare our braver, more realistic fellow Chris¬ 
tians for joining our crusade by mailing them anonymously, at 
weekly intervals, our Course of Enlightenment. Those who indicate 
to us that they understand what is happening to us, and what must 
be done about it, are invited to join us. 

"Our first objective is to form a skeleton of talented, 
dedicated leaders, around which the muscles will assemble as con¬ 
ditions deteriorate. The muscles will be composed principally of 
men of the great lower class, the historic fountain of anti- 
Pharisaism. Most of the members of the middle and upper classes 
are brainwashed, self-indulgent cowards. 

"As our numbers increase, squad leaders will be commissioned 
to recruit their eight-man squads. As leaders demonstrate their 
dedication and effectiveness, larger units will be formed, and 
additional squads recruited to swell our ranks. We shall be a 
skillfully-led, tightly-organized, dedicated, rigidly-disciplined, 
religio-racial minority. 

"All secret literature and correspondence must be mailed out 
free of identifiable fingerprints. Papers must be handled with thin 
leather gloves, between the fingers, or by the extreme edges. We 
use special secret typewriters for addressing and secret correspondence. 
Our alien rulare must not be able to discover who Is sending out the 
forbidden TRUTH, for they destroy all whom they can catch effectively 
opposing them. 

"Wherever a Patriot is not known, he operates under a non de 
guerre (war name) in order to expose himself as little as possible. 
Higher-ranking leaders must work only through their subordinates, 
never themselves approaching potentials and thus exposing themselves 
unnecessarily. 

"We must not allow the enemy to infiltrate us. Leaders will 
be responsible for the security of their units. Patriots must be ever 
alert to discover infiltrators or traitors. Any suspicion of espionage 
must be reported to commanding officers immediately. Spies and 
saboteurs discovered in our ranks must be dealt with severely, even 
by death if necessary. 

"Finances 

"Our work is relatively inexpensive, each Patriot financing 
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"his own operations as much as possible a Our literature is sold at 
rock-bottom prices. Annual dues of $10.00 are assessed each Patriot. 
The District Headquarters retains $5«00, $1.00 is sent for a sub¬ 
scription to Common Sense, and $4.00 is remitted to National Head¬ 
quarters, All funds must be transferred in cash, for checks leave 
permanent trails behind them for the hell°hound3 to track us down. 

'"THE RECONSTRUCTION OF THE UNITED STATES 

"After we have dealt the Conspiracy its death blow, we must 
immediately begin the stupendous task of reorganizing the wreckage 
left us by the Pharisaic destroyers. 

"JUDGMENT DAY IS CLOSE AT HAND 

"The crimes of the Pharisees have reached unto Heaven itself. 
Their day of judgment is close at hand. They are the dedicated 
enemies of mankind, feeling no sympathy, no consideration, no mercy 
whatsoever for the despised goyim (the non-Jews). The entire human 
race stands in mortal danger. We feel that WE are indeed the 
instruments of Divine Will. If we fail this mission, it will be 
WE ourselves who shall be condemned to a veritable Red Hell here 
on eath, and a fiery Hell for eternity. 

"Christian, YOU must now make YOUR decision for Christ! You 
must join your enlightened, inspired Christian brethren in our 
fight for survival against the anti-Christ, the synagogue of Satan, 
THE PHARISEES!" 

A printed sheet entitled "Leadership." Pertinent portions 
of this read as follows: 

"Absolute discipline must be maintained if we are to have 
any hope of success. Orders must be obeyed by our members to the 

( utmost of their abilities, otherwise we shall accomplish nothing 
but our own premature destruction. Our survival demands that any 
traitors or enemy infiltrators must be ruthlessly eliminated. In 
this struggle developing human lives will be sacrificed extrava¬ 
gantly—this is not of our choosing, but of the enemy's. 

"We Must Hate Our Enemy 

"Hate for our hateful enemy will be the fuel for the fires of 
our fight. Never have we had such cause for hate. 

"Racial and Religious Cooperation 

"The enemy dreads that we will fully realize that we White 
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'Christians are a separate and distinct great race of mankind, the 
most effective by far. Christian Brotherhood means brotherhood among 
Christina! Only the most maudlin fool will argue that we should 
consider as brothers our mortal enemies, whom Christ damned as 
Children of Hell (Matthew 23s15)! And no one but a blithering 

idiot will argue that we must accept the childish, black savages 
as brothers, they to whom morality, civilization, and real Christ!- . 
anity will forever remain beyond their comprehension. 

"Organizing a Squad 

"You must first find potential patriots from among men you 
know well. Submit their names to you superior officer. They will 
have either received or will be senlTour anonymous program of en¬ 
lightenment. When a potential gives unmistabable assurances that 
he fully understands our enemy, then ask him what he thinks must be 
done about the danger. Only after he volunteers that he feels 
realistic action against the enemy is necessary, should you ask 
him to Join your squad. Since our work requires the expenditure 
of funds, our members must pay yearly dues of $10.00. 

"When your squad exceeds eight men, you must, in consultation 
with your superior, determine whether you have men in your squad 
qualified for leadership. If one or more of your men is capable of 
successfully organizing a new squad, then he will be appointed squad 
leader and commence to recruit a new squad. If four of your members 
are capable of forming new squads and a sufficient number of poten¬ 
tials are known, then your superior can appoint them squad leaders, 
and you will become their captain. As your command expands its 
ranks, your possibilities for promotion increase. Success in our 
organization means success in life! We are playing for keeps. If 
we succeed, we are the future! If we fail, we will suffer the 
penalty that we would most likely have suffered for merely being 
'stupid goy cattle.' 

"Our Immediate Jobs 

" You a re responsible for preventing traitors and enemy agents 
from penetrating our organization. Check and double-check each man 
personally. Your men must quietly check upon one another. Enemy 
infiltration has destroyed every resistance organization of patriots 
in the United States to date. 

"One of the features of our organization is that men through¬ 
out the organization will be secretly appointed as guardians. Un¬ 
known to their fellows and their officers, they will report all 
wrong-doings directly to the high command. This will Insure that 
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"in our secret, authoritarian organization little wrongdoing will 
escape our top leadership,, 

"You must make sure that each member possesses effective fire¬ 
arms and forty rounds of ammunition for each, which members must 
provide. Make sure that their weapons are in satisfactory condition 
and that your men are proficient in their use, by engaging in target 
practice. 

"We are preparing comprehensive lists of four types of Mens 

"1. Our members. 

2. Our enemy. 

3. Traitors to w hite Christian America—Traitors to America 
for personal gain, hired or bribed by the blood-money of 
the enemy, must be dealt with eventually. We must know 
all about them. 

4. White Christians who refuse to aid in our Cause, White 
Christians who refuse to bother themselves in saving our 
people from the impending Red Hell will never share in 
any profit from the sacrifices of patriots. These un¬ 
deserving wretches must be catalogued for future reference. 
The distribution of the immense wealth which will be in the 
hands of our government must go to the deserving." 

A printed sheet captioned "Psychological Procedure," pertinent 
portions of which read as follows? 

"The first great psychological barrier we must tear down is 
•Christian Brotherhood', which provides the enemy wolves with a 
camouflage of sheep’s clothing. After we have snatched away their 
false pretense that they are our ever-loving brothers, we can speak 
frankly to our own people concerning the true nature of these vicious 
hypocrites. 

"Anonymous Enlightenment 

"In order to protect our own positions, to reach vast numbers 
of selected people, and to present the TRUTH in the most effective 
manner possible, we do ALL enlightenment by means of secret pamphlets, 
which in turn recommend additional non-secret literature for those 
who become aroused, plus the semi-monthly paper Common Sense. WE 
NEVER PERSONALLY ARGUE THE TRUTH WITH ANYONE, Our carefully planned 
course of short pamphlets, silently arriving once a week, work slowly, 
relentlessly to shake the confidence of our people In the make-believe 
world with which our competitors have surrounded them. We needle, we 
incite our people to hate those who are treating us so shamefully. We 
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'build a smoldering underground fire of righteous indignation, which 
we shall fan into a holocaust at the proper moment. 

"There is no place in our organization for the loud-mouthed, 
applause-starved show-off. ' He can do us nothing but harm. Let 
him blab to his heart's content, but not as one of us! All of us 
have some craving for applause—WE MUST RUTHLESSLY REPRESS IT. 

You and your members must keep your names out of the papers, out 
of the public's eye. To work in the open is futile and dangerous $ 
we must work entirely in the background. Always, always keep in 
mind; we are revolutionaries; WE ARE THE FOUNDING FATHERS OF THE 
AMERICAN COUNTER-REVOLUTION. We plot, scheme, work always in 
secret. We must never make speeches of political nature. 

^Our Golden Asset 

"Patriots complain bitterly about the vast wealth our com¬ 
petitors possess. That wealth was pirated from US, and IT WILL 
BE THE GRAND PRIZE FOR VICTORY! Let us turn the competi^Ton's 
greatest asset into his most dangerous liability! We must whet 
the appetities of our less idealistic people with golden dreams 
of recovering our lost wealth. In no other line of work can a more 
brilliant and rewarding career be carved out by the ambitious! 

Such men we can use to good advantage, but we must never allow them 
to seize control, as outlined in Leadership. 

"We shall force the enemy to fight on the field where he Is 
the weakest of all, the field of battle! WE shall name the place, 
the date, and the weapons. It is toward this great day of liber¬ 
ation we are working so patiently. The enemy's standard is fittingly 
enough blood-red. It has been OUR BLOOD which has provided this 
crimson color—SELF-PRESERVATION DEMANDS THAT IT BE OUR ENEMIES! 

"The Anonymous Approach 

"In approaching potentials who do not know who you are, 
there are several advantages in using the anonymous approach. By 
always appearing to them anonymously, you make it difficult for 
your potentials and co-workers to betray your real identity. 

"There is great psychological advantage In being a SELFLESS 
patriot, working in the name of one greater than himself. Since 
our people expect showmanship, then a show is what we are obliged 
to give them. All simply frank patriots have failed, for the truth 
will not sell Itself. By our creating an aura of omniscience (all¬ 
knowing) and mystery around The Patriot, OUR prestige as hi3 agents 
is immensely strengthened, and people will respect us far beyond what 
they would an ordinary neighbor. 
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"By working under a norn de guerre (war name), you will be a 
selfless patriot. 

"We urge you to review carefully the New Testament , princl- 
pally Matthew, John, and Revelations for the light they throw on 
the defeat of the Conspiracy. JESUS BROKE THE CONSPIRACY. Let 
us recognize the purpose of His Mission on earth and endeavor to 
pattern ourselves after Him. We must complete His mission, as 
outlined for us by St. John, the beloved of Jesus. Jesus was not 
the sentimental slob that the synagogue of Satan is trying to force 
us to believe—JESUS WAS MILITANT. 

"We must become Imbued with the spiritual inspiration that 
we are truly Christian soldiers, dedicated to combatting the anti- 
Christ, that we are men of Divine Destiny! 

"To the worldly-wise-guy say 'Undoubtedly you are one to appre 
elate the perfect squelch, the unanswerable repartie.' Then read 
to him Matthew 22:15-22 and John 8s3°H. 'Remember, this is the 
Man you were told was an effeminate fraud. Are you sure now that 
you know enough about Him?' 

"'With thlB new understanding, then why don't you read the 
Gospels of Matthew and John in order to see how shamefully you have 
been lied to. Jesus was no sentimental slob; Jesus was MILITANT.' 

"'Perhaps you have also been deceived aB to the nature of 
Christian Brotherhood.' Then read to him II John 9-H» wherein he 
forbade Christian Brotherhood with all who deny Jesus. 

"'Don't you know that the hokum being dispensed from today's 
prostituted churches is being prepared by the American Jewish 
Committee? for the sole purpose of destroying Christianity! No 
wonder you rejected it as fraudulent.' This is a key line, for it 
flatters your potential for his atheistic stand. The above view¬ 
point creates a real bridge between Gentile Christians and atheists. 
It can make enthusiastic Christians out of confirmed atheists." 

A printed sheet entitled "Secret Memorandum #2," pertinent 
portions of which read: 

"Our goal is the American Counter-Revolution—we have no 
misty illusions concerning the dead-and-burled Constitution. 

"Each Patriot must bear his share of our financial burden. 
Since the leaders in thi3 movement will all spend many times the 
ten-dollar annual dues, we make no point of this item with them. 
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"However, as our ranks grow, we must be able to spread the financial 
burden among the rank-and-file, or we shall not have sufficient 
funds with which to operate„ Any wealthy members who become dedi¬ 
cated to our Cause should aid us to the limit of their abilities-- 
no other Investment is so realistic! Out of his dues, each Patriot 
must receive a subscription to Common Sense, which often carries 
our messages, not only for our members, but to thousands of good 
Americans all over our country, OUR POTENTIALS!

A printed sheet entitled "Techniques of Secrecy," pertinent 
portions of which reads 

“General Security Precautions 

“Never make public expressions condemning or exposing the 
Conspiracy. Appear to all except avowed Rightists as one of the 
happy herd. Be absolutely un-controversial. We cannot argue our 
subject. We merely plant seeds and encourage them to germinate and 
flourish. We must exert a slight pressure over a long period of 
time. In feeling out a potential, merely plant seeds by hinting, 
sphinx-like. Appear to know much about which you choose not to 
elaborate. 

"Withdraw from all open opposition even to the symptoms of 
the Conspiracy, such as unconstitutional government. Integration, 
mental health, fluoridation, Communism, farm acerage controls, states- 
rights, etc. 

"Visiting of fellow Patriots should be done after dark. Park 
at a distance, arrive on foot, and enter by the unlighted rear 
entrance. Shades should be drawn. 

"If you are ever questioned concerning your communication 
with our higher echelons, say that all liason is through a stranger 
known to you only as David. 

"Never cariy secret literature in your car or on your person 
except for the shortest time necessary to transport it to it3 
destination. 

"UBe thin leather gloves in handling all secret papers to be 
distributed. Handle papers and envelopes in typing and in the 
post office between your fingers, used like a pair of forceps. 

"In sealing secret correspondence, swab off the glue from 
the flaps of the envelope and seal with ambroid cement. Wrap such 
corresponcfcnee in finely-printed newspaper or non-secret printed 
matter of interest to the addressee. 
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"BURN ALL discarded literature and envelopes of Rightist 
nature. The Conspirators love to check the garbage cans of sus¬ 
pected opponents. 

»N ever mail secret literature with the correct return address. 
First-class mail need have no return address. Use a 'blind' address 
for parcels of literature." 

A printed sheet entitled "The Anonymous Approach— Suggested 
Dialogue, 1 pertinent portions of which reads

"Your potential may refuse to do anything secretly. In 
this case say, 'We have all prided ourselves on our open and up¬ 
standing honesty. It Is this very trait that Is enabling a 
devious conspiracy to subvert us with no effective resistance on 
our part. We are being crucified on the cross of our naive frank¬ 
ness. » 


"After pledging him to secrecy, tell your potential that our 
members are selfless men who have renounced all outward personal 
being, and that YOU cannot discuss yourself. Inform him that we 
must take extreme security precautions, for the enemy is ruthless 
beyond conception, are in absolute control of our government, and 
delight in crucifying all effective opponents. We have in being 
the ultimate organization for our liberation from our alien con- 
querors." 


A printed sheet captioned "Instructions Per Organizational 
Literature," pertinent portions of which reads 

"The purpose of The Task Before Us is to introduce new members 
to our movement. It is to be MAnde!I) to your potentials who declare 
that they are ready to Join us. They should read it carefully in 
your presence and then return it to you. THIS BOOKLET IS NOT FOR 
DISTRIBUTION. 

"After we tear the camouflage off the Pharisaic make-believe- 
world, we shall present our plans for restoring truth, morality, 
and security to bur people, and the ownership of our usurped 
property back to private White Christian owners. 

"As a new Patriot demonstrates that he Is truly dedicated to 
working for our Cause, he should be given Leadership to read and 
return to you. Shortly later he should read Psychological Proce¬ 
dure. None of these organizational booklets are for distribution, 
but are to be guarded by leaders and used carefully to inform their 
new members of our aims and methods. 
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A printed sheet captioned "Our Risk," pertinent portiona 
of which reads 1 

"We are now considered a menace by the governmental powers 
that be. This means that the safety precautions we have insisted 
upon must henceforth OP NECESSITY be religiously observed. 

"We must emphasize the technique which we counseled from the 
beginning. The first advertising matter which we must send to 
our CAREFULLY SELECTED potential customers is the newspaper Common 
Sense. After it has had time to affect the potential, then sound 
out his opinion of this paper. ONLY after he gives enthusiastic 
approval should he be sent The Course. We cannot even risk sending 
our own advertising matter to those who might turn it over to our 
opponents. Everything we do must be done in graduated echelons, in 
order to maintain security. 

"The attempted infiltration has begun in earnest. D o not 
have any dealings whatsoever with any Individual upon who you are 
not SURE you can rely. We are bound to be infiltrated. We must 
consider this as an unavoidable hazard. No one must be allowed to 
know any more than is necessary, so the danage infiltrators can do 
will be kept to the minimum. 

"Henceforth Item3 7 and 8 of The Course must be used only 
for further enlightenment of those who are already our customers. 

We are building our cartoon series and have already provided you 
with the less revealing Joyride and Shedding. We must cut apart 
the pairs of cartoons and use them one In each mailing to wrap up 
our literature and present an unprinted exterior. See revised 
schedule. 

"Those who can understand the truth do not require that a 
complete diagram be drawn for them of what our task Is. L}ke Jesus 
we must often speak in parables. Our understanding patriots will 
understand. SO ALSO DO THE CONSPIRATORS!

"Our youths have long drifted aimlessly in that luxurious, 
senseless, corrupt makebelieve-world created around them by the 
Conspiracy. But a new flame has flared up, threatening to bum 
them and scaring them 3tiff. The threat of dying for Israel Is 
now rocking the Juvenile makebelieve-world to its foundation. Here 
is a suggested method of exploiting this sudden parting of the Red 
Fog; 


"Upon hearing youths whom you consider to be good potentials 
discuss the draft or the danger of war to them, you can quip 
CHEERILY, 'Why should YOU mind dying for Israel?* This will bring 
them to attention with a shock. 

"In reply to their queries, you can calmly, but coyly, 
explain how Lebanon and Jordan are the next lands into which 
Israel expects to expand, and Israel does not want to be obliged 
to fight the United Arab Republic in order to seize them.

"As the inclosed reports fully substantiate, some of our 
leading citizens are highly alarmed about how enforcement and 
investigative branchep of our captive government are being used to 
crush the enemies of The Conspiracy, the real nature and personnel 
of which is the most forbidden truth in all of history. You are 
probably Indignant yourself about how the work of loyal American FBI 
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agents is being completely nullified by 'unknown' ConBpiratorB at the 
very top of our government. Thus* not only 1 b the effectiveness of 
your efforts at uncovering the Communist branch of the Conspiracy 
made sport of, but even worse, those same traitors in high places are 
USING the FBI to crush their opposition. 

"The FBI only investigates, it is true. Judas merely kissed 
Jesus. He had no conception of the deadly consequences, which so 
filled him with remorse that he committed suicide. The Bame Con¬ 
spiracy is still USING unwitting agents to do Its dirty work against 
the agents' very own flesh-and-blood. When it is too late to do 
ought but lament, these unhappy agents usually, like Judas, recoil 
in horror from the evil consequences of their 'merely having gathered 
information about' the opponents of The Conspiracy.

He could 
not recall how this publication was brought to his attention 
and believed some unrecalled person mentioned it to him 
when it was learned that he had an Interest in American 
"Right Wing" issues. 

He disclosed that "Common Sense" publishes what he feels 
about the Jewish issue, namely that "the Jews" exercise 
too much influence in Just about every pertinent activity 
dealing with the affairs of the nation and the individual. 
"Common Sense", however, according to him,is very inept 
at successfully conveying "rightist" issues and his own

On March 16, 195 &j a source advised that the Articles 
of Incorporation of the Citizens National Law Enforcement Com¬ 
mission reflected the principal office and place of business to 
ho 14-2 7 South 6th Street * Louisville , Kentucky* and the purposes 
of the organization to be to help the American people become 
better informed upon the Constitution of the United States 
and the rights and powers it exclusively reserves to the 
several states, and to create a Citizens Commission to have 
the laws of the United States and the several states enforced 
against treason and other high crimes against the nation. 

On August 25s 1959s a second source advised that the 
Citizens National Law Enforcement Commission was an organization 
created by MILLARD GRUBBS and as of that time appeared to be 
strictly a paper organization. The source stated that MILLARD 
GRUBBS had remarked on several occasions about his desire of 
making citizens arrests of public officials who fail to do 
their duty.

An article 
In the November 26, 1957s Issue of the ’’Greenville Piedmont," 
a newspaper os’ Greenville, South Carolina, reported that "a 
Ku Kl«x Ki&n spokesman of Greenville reported the recent 
'’ormation of a new political party to be known as the United 
White PartyAccording to the article, the party was.formed 
at a recently held meeting in Knoxville, Tennessee, at which 
many Kiansmen were I- 1 ©presented. The UWP was reported as being 
opposed to all "race mixing organizations and Individuals." 

The July, 1956, Issue of "The Thunderbolt," aelf- 
described as the "official Racial Natlonlist Organ of the 
National States Rights Parity" (N3RF) reported that rank and 
file "States. Righters" had merged with the UWP under "the 
banner of the National States Rights Party” with national 
offices at Post Office Box 26l, Jeffersonville, Indiana. 

In November, 195&J. a source advised that the NSRP 
Is composed of past members of the Ku Klux Klan and notorious 
anti-Semites. 

The Ku Kiux Klan has been designated by the Attorney

A review of Memphis File 105-38-83 contains a news¬ 
paper article originally appearing in the Press-Scimitar news¬ 
paper, Memphis, 6-19-51, reporting the formation of the Milling¬ 
ton, Tennessee Chamber of Commerce. The article stated that a 
prominent figure in this Chamber of Commerce organizational 
meeting was LYCURGtJS SPINKS, for many years a Ku Klux Klan 
leader; that when Klansmen split up in 1948 and 1949, SPINKS, 
a Baptist preacher, was chosen to head one faction. The article 
added that SPINKS told the Press-Scimitar on 6-19-51, "I have 
retired from the Klan, don't hare a membership card. I went out 
of office last year." 

Tne article added that SPINKS, a native of Alabama, 
was for many years a resident of Meridian, Mississippi; that he 
moved to Shelby County, Tennessee (Millington) ift March, 1951, 
and that he claimed to be planning to build a heme in Millington;

$2.00 a copy. 


In the near future the Memphis Division will 
make efforts to obtain additional copies of this book in order 
that one copy may be sent to the Bureau for the attention of 
Central Research.
